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Andover achievement test 
results showed a definite im- 
provement this past year and 
scored a first at the school com- 
mittee meeting Tuesday night, 
when the overall statistical 
growth received a commenda- 
tion from the committee 
members in general. 

But, the results which showed 
Andover students attaining 
above the 60 percentile in 92 per 
cent of the areas tested, did not 
pass without some asides, in- 
nuendos and references to the 
past performances. 

Significant, in the explanation 
given at the meeting by 
Associate Supt. Harry Wescott, 
was the fact that such areas as 
reading, spelling, word com- 
prehension, had shown signs of 
considerable improvement. 

These were target areas set 
by the administration and staff 
- for improvement, based on past 
results. 

Wescott told the committee 
and parents present, ‘‘these 
were the specific areas where 
we aimed to achieve the 60 
percentile, and we are pleased 
to see that we reached our 
goal.”’ 

The administrator also noted 
that in the area of spelling, a 
definite target area for im- 
provement, there had been 
achievement, and in not only 
reaching the 60 percentile goal,

‘but also in showing improve- 
ment gains in elementary 
grades which had scored low in 
previous years. 

The norms used for the tests 
given last May were 1969 
schedules, whereas in past 
years 1964 norms had been used 
for comparison, in examining 
the results of the Stanford 
Achievement Tests. 

Wescott explained that with 
the results of past year’s 
testing programs, the ad- 
ministration and staff had in- 
stituted an intensive spelling 
program in the schools. He 
thought the test results showed 
that the effort had been 
beneficial as indicated by the 
marked improvement in the 
system-wide testing. 

Westcott cautioned that the 
review and analyzing of the test 
results does not address itself 
to individuals but to a ‘‘system- 
wide examination.’’ He said 
that while the test results show 
overall improvement 
throughout the school system, 
there could be questions by 
parents who see their children’s 
scores as low. This, he said is a 
matter of need for individual 
attention. 

The test results are system- 
wide, he emphasized, and added 
that at both ends of the scale,

In commenting on the results 
of the questionnaire, the Essex 
County senator said, ‘“‘I was most 
interested to see that taxpayers 
have zeroed in on the administra- 
tion of our welfare programs 
more than cutting direct aid. 
This says to me that many tax- 
payers are willing to support 
those who are legitimately un- 
able to support themselves, but 
that they do not like the way 
these programs are being ad- 
ministered. Clearly this is one of

the thorniest problems we have 
to deal with, since welfare ad- 
ministration, direct grants to the 


poor, medicaid and other welfare 
services make up approximately 
42 per cent of our total budget. 
Medicaid alone, which the survey 
did not recommend cutting, ac- 
counts for approximately half a 
hillion dollars - - the largest 
single item in our budget. My 
concern is that we improve our 
capability to administer these 
programs effectively, and to do 
this sometimes requires im- 
proving rather than cutting staff. 
Our office has been actively 
seeking ways to simplify and im- 
prove the administration of this 
costly program,’’ Saltonstall 
stated. 

‘“T understand that cuts in the 
legislature and the governor’s of- 
fice indicate a low level of con- 
fidence in state government,”’ 
Saltonstall continued, ‘‘but unfor- 
tunately cuts here will yield only 
small savings, for together they 
constitute less than 1 per cent of 
the budget. When cuts are made 
in all areas of the budget, these 
offices should not be exempt. 
However, if a governor is to run 
the state well he needs good staff 
behind him, and the same holds 
true forthe legislature. Adqquate 
staff is needed, but not the 
frills.” 

‘TI was nost surprised that 
recreation was among the top 
five items recommended for 
cuts,’ Saltonstall commented, 
‘‘and in response to this I will try 
to see that reasonable charges 
are assessed for recreational 
facilities to reduce costs both to 
the state and to cities and 


towns.” 

“Higher education was also 
singled out for major cuts,’’ the 
North Shore senator said. 
‘Another question in the survey 
showed that the majority of peo- 
ple responding favor increasing 
tuition and possibly basing it on 
the ability to pay to cover the 
budget shortage. I made this 
point with students who lobbied 
in the legislature last week, and 
most agreed it was their respon- 
sibility to reduce the state’s 
share of the cost of their 
education.” 

‘‘As one who has backed public 
transportation, mental health 
services, and business and job 
development, I was pleased to 
see that citizens in my district 
support these programs.

WASHINGTON — The Soviet 
Union has formulated plans to 
use Cuba as a safe haven in the 
event of war with the United 
States. . 

The Russian proposals, which 
have fallen into the hands of U.S. 
intelligence agents, are known 
as “contingency plans.” In other 
words, they represent “options” 
which the Soviets may or may 
not use. 

Our intelligence sources are 
convinced, nevertheless, that the 
Soviet Union would attempt to 
use Cuban airstrips and harbors 
if the two superpowers ever get 
into a shooting match. 

Russian planes, for example, 
could touch down in Cuba for 
“refueling and recovery” after 
bombing runs to the United 
States. During World War II, 
American B-17 bombers used 
Sweden for much the same pur- 
pose after raids on Berlin. 

As of this moment, say our 
sources, there is no evidence 
that the Soviets have con- 
structed any permanent mili- 
tary facilities in Cuba. But the 
Russians have used existing 
Cuban facilities to dock 
destroyers, guided missile frig- 
ates, and submarines during 
war exercises.

Soviets also use Cuban airstrips 
to land their big TU-95 tur- 
boprops, known as the “Bear 
bombers.” These aircraft could 
be employed against the U.S. in 
time of war. 

When the Russian planes 
begin their jaunts to Cuba, they 
are picked up on U.S radar and 
intercepted as they pass through 
the Faeroes Gap between Ice- 
land and the United Kingdom. 

U.S. Air Force planes fly 
alongside the Russian Bears and 
snap pictures of them. The pilots, 
say our sources, exchange sig- 
nals and an occasional obscene 
gesture.

President Ford’s life, messages 
from foreign leaders poured into 
the White House. They came 
from communists and capitalists, 
blacks and whites, Moslems and 
Jews. And they all congratulated 
the President for having escaped 
the assassins’ bullets. 

We asked the White House to 
let us take a look at the 
telegrams from foreign leaders. 
They stubbornly refused. From 
inside sources, however, we have 
learned this much: 

President Ford personally 
signed letters of thanks to every 
president, king and prime minis- 
ter who cabled him - with one 
exception. One of the telegrams 
that reached the White House 
was from Lon Nol, the deposed 
Cambodian strongman who is 
now living in splendid retire- 
ment in Hawaii. President Ford 
and Secretary Kissinger ap- 
parently do not want to give any- 
one the impression that they still 
regard Lon Nol as an influential 
leader. 

His thank-you note, therefore, 
was deliberately written and 
signed by a low-level White 
House staffer on behalf of the 
President. 

Busing Brouhaha: On 
Capitol Hill, the fancy footwork 
to avoid the tough issue of busing 
has reached new heights. 

Congress has resisted a 
straight, uncomplicated vote on 
school busing. Instead, anti-bus- 
ing and pro-busing members 
joust on obscure, meaningless 
amendments to other legislation.

“It’s appropriate to go by 
fields when we’re talking about 
‘an agrarian community,” tour 
guide Donald Hayes told his 
busload last Sunday, as they 
buzzed by a field of Dargoonian 
pumpkins. 

This week was the second in 
the series of Sunday tours spon- 
sored by the Andover Bicenten- 
nial Commission, and the se- 
cond week in a row that the 
event drew two coaches full of 
history - seekers. 

Hayes added that Andover 
has always been industrially 
important - - first agricultural- 
ly, at the time the houses on the 
tour were being built, then in 
the 19th century with the mills, 
and now, with such operations 
as DASA, Raytheon and 
Gillette. 

The tour had just backed out 
of the deadend driveway of the 
Abiel Upton House, now the 
Earth Grant Fram out on 
Osgood Street. 

‘They should do well,’’ Hayes 
said, noting the organic far- 
ming sign. ‘“‘Our ancestors lived 
many, many years without fer- 
tilizer.”’ 

The Upton house was built by 
Thomas Blanchard in 1699 and 
is, according to Hayes, a classic 
example of the early salt box, a 
uniquely New England style. 

He called attention to the 
narrow third floor window and 
the sharp peak above it. 

‘‘The sharper the peak,” 
Hayes said, ‘‘the earlier the 
building.”’ 

The Upton house also has the 
only room in Andover com- 
pletely sheathed in pine, he 
said, and it was built on the 
original stage road to 
Tewksbury. That explains its 
location off todayy’s beaten 
path, he said, since old houses 
were all built on the roads, and 
usually facing south. 

Some of the early houses 
began as two rooms, Hayes ex- 
plained, one downstairs, to the 
right of the entrance and 
chimney, and one above. As the 
family grew, the house was ex- 
tended to the other side, and if 
still further expansion was 
necessary, the slanted saltbox 
roof was added. 


Hayes explained that the old 
farm houses were generally 
about a quarter of a mile apart, 
due to the size of their farms, 
and the next one down Osgood 
Street lost its barn to fire last 
year. 

‘‘We’re losing a tremendous 
number of barns in New 
England,”’ Hayes said. “It’s a 
shame because they’re an 
architectural treasure in 
themselves.”’ 

The James Osgood House was 
built more than 200 years ago 
by the chairman of the Andover 
contingent at the battle of 
Bunker Hill. He was also a 
friend of James Otis, who often 
expressed his wish to die by a 
bolt of lightning. 

Otis’ wish came true on May 
23, 1783, while he stood in the 
front doorway of Osgood’s 
home, watching a spring 
shower. 

The tour-goers disembarked 
at the Chandler - Bigsby - Abbot 
House, 88 Lowell St., to be 
greeted at the front door by the 
owner, Mrs. James D. Wilson, 
and a bevy of colonial - costum- 
ed hostesses. 

Probably the oldest home in 
Andover, it was built by Sea 
Captain Thomas Chandler for 
his daughter Hannah, about 
1670, when she married Captain 
Daniel Bigsby. It had four 
rooms - - one down on either 
side of the central chimney, and 
two upstairs. In the 1700’s, an 
ell was added. 

Among the features dating 
the house are the gunstock cor- 
ner posts, hosizontal sheathing, 
wide floorboards, and narrow 
stairway. The beams, floors 
and brick in this house are all 
authentic. 

An especially interesting 
feature is the very wide 
fireplace in the dining room 
(originally the kitchen). While 
it might be described as ‘‘walk 
in,’ it was really a ‘“‘sit in,” 


with one side reserved for a _ 


chair where the master of the 
house could sit and get warm. 
The corner cupboard in the 
living room was a mark of 
wealth, as were the large size 
of the rooms.

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Some Thoughts As The 
Leaves Tumble Down 


With the colorful New England foliage just about at or 
beyond peak in these parts, and the rains obliterating 
nature’s annual show, we have some thoughts to set our 
course for the winter months ahead. 

Andover somehow seems to have a way of functioning 
from season to season with programs, projects or 
problems, and this year is little different. Hence, as the 
minutes of the annual October town meeting are press- 
ed into the official records, we look forward to such 
things as - - 


The CBD Survey: A survey of the residents of the 
community was taken with the state census in Andover, 
to determine feelings concerning the development of 
the Central Business district and, whether there should 
be one business area or several. 

The results of that survey, at initial glance, are not 
completely surprising. 

Consensus is that generally the one, single central 
business district, is favored. 

There is a desire for improved parking, but not at 
public expense. 

There is consensus on the need for public transporta- 
tion. 

What is significant, is that the response to the 
questionnaire supplied with the individual census forms 
in the spring, amounts to about two-thirds of the 
townspeople being polled on the various questions 
offered. 

Thus, it would appear, that Andover officials have a 
more than adequate sampling of the thoughts of the 
town as to what direction in which the town should be 
moving. 

The small corner variety store seems to be a thing of 
the past as far as Andover is concerned, at least judging 
from the response in the survey. 

So, too, are any more shopping centers. 

Professional planners indicated that the survey and 
its statistical results provide for the town a substantial 
beginning for a town-wide process of studying the direc- 
tion of Andover’s commercial center. 

Tentatively planned now, are meetings with various 
business and citizens groups to more adequately plan 
the future of downtown Andover. 

On the surface, the basis for effective planning for 
Andover center is there, and, properly carried out, the 
town can take a substantial step toward evolving a 
proper plan for the future of downtown Andover. 


School Counsel: Apparently the three school 
committee members involved in a court suit brought by 
former Asst. Supt. Edward P. Regan, will be offered 


counsel. 

We feel that, whether one agrees with the actions of 
the trio or not, they are entitled to counsel, since the 
case is based on votes made by them as duly elected 
school committee members. 

There has been objection to the use of a local attorney 
in the case, as offered by the town manager, with the 
approval of the selectmen. 

Under such circumstances, the local attorney would 
not handle the matter, thus George F’. Olesen, still ser- 
ving on the committee, and John F’. Lyons and John G. 
Wragg, will be provided with another lawyer. 

Indications are that the counsel will not be from this 
area, but is a very capable member of the bar. 

As mentioned in these columns back in June, our opi- 
nion remains that the committee members are entitled 
to counsel, but not necessarily one they may choose. 

Andover’s town charter gives specific delegation of 
power of appointing counsel to the town manager. We 
feel confident that the administrator will provide the 
trio with adequate representation and that the ultimate 
appointee should be accepted. 

Town funds could well be involved in the final out- 
come, as well as in the defense, thus the choice must 
rest with the manager. 


A Good Beginning: At the town meeting last 
week, Chairman Milton Greenberg of the selectmen 
took a moment to publicly commend Finance Com- 
mittee Chairman Charles Wesson for the work he had 
done in preparation for the session. 

For the past several years there have been times 
when feelings were strained between the selectmen and 
the FinCom, and for good reason, depending on which 
side of the fence one sat. 

We do not argue with the fact that a legitimate 
difference of opinion can exist between the two boards. 
Also, complete unanimity is not always the best course 
for presentation of important items to a town meeting. 

But, if this first town meeting for Mr. Wesson as 
chairman, is any indication of future FinCom policy, it 
is a good one. 

There has been a line of communication opened 
between the two boards, and this can aid im- 
measureably toward providing a working relationship 
as the annual town meeting approaches next spring. 

We would doubt that complete agreement will result 
on some issues, but at least there will be an avoidance 
of such things as ‘‘fly-speck’’ economy, last minute 
charges and counter-charges which has been the case 
sometimes in recent years.

The classic history of old An- 
dover, covering almost two and a 
half centuries, has just been 
reprinted in a limited edition ‘‘to 
commemorate the bicentennial 
of the American Revolution.” 

Originally published in 1880, 
Sarah Loring Bailey's 
‘Historical Sketches of An- 
dover’ had been out of print for 
decades until last year. That 
printing sold out so quickly that a 
1975 reprinting was authorized by 
the Andover Historical Society. 

The volume consists of 626 
pages plus 14 plates and an in- 
troduction on prehistoric An- 
dover. It is fully indexed. Of 
course, Old Andover included 
what is now North Andover and 
part of Lawrence. 

Sarah Bailey begins her text 


-with an account of the town’s 
. earliest settlers. Among those 


for whom local places were nam- 
ed, we recognize such early 
residents as: Abbot, Sutton, 
Osgood, Stevens, Roger, Frye, 
Holt, Chandler, Lovejoy, Foster, 
Ballard, Phillips, Hagget, 
Peabody and others. 

The book includes a fascinating 
chapter on the witchcraft delu- 
sion in the early 1690’s during 
which three local persons were

hanged. 

Three chapters are devoted to 
wars: the early Indian wars, the 
l*rench and Indian wars and the 
Revolutionary war. The latter 
gets 123 pages of narrative about 
the active role played by Andover 
residents in the struggle for 
freedom 200 years ago. The Civil 
war is not covered. 

Andover’s. schools get three 
chapters: early public schools, 
Phillips Academy and the An- 
dover Theological School, the 
first of its kind in America. ' 

Local churches and _ their 
clergy receive attention from the 
earliest days up to the time of 
publication almost 100 years ago.

The final chapter covers local 
industries: early saw mills and 
grist mills; iron works, powder 
mills and paper mills; woolen 
mills, flax mills, machine shops 
and the rubber factory in the two 
Andovers. 

This newly available volume 
provides a comprehensive 
history of life in Andover from 
the first white settlers in 1642 to 
1880 in a very readable form. It 
could become a collectors’ item. 

The new limited edition is now

those who score well above the 
system average, as well as 
those significantly lower, need 
attention and further examina- 
tion of their specific test 
results. 

In the mathematics area, 
Wescott explained that, again, 
definite improvement was 
shown and cited how the system 
was working toward scoring ad- 
ditional achievement. 

At the high school, he said, 
last year’s ninth graders were 
tested in math by the tenth 
grade math staff at the high 
school. Those found to be 
deficient were placed in an in- 
tensive program which is show- 
ing results and will probably be 
reflected in the testing program 
later this year. 

Another point made by the 
administrator was the effect of 
whether the achievement 
results indicate ‘‘are we testing 
what we are teaching or are we 
teaching what we are testing.’’ 

As an example, in the seventh 
grade science area, the overall 
results were under the 60 
percentile. 

But, West Junior High Prin- 
cipal William E. Hart explained 
that this well could be that last 
year earth science was in- 
troduced to the program at the 
grade level, while the testing 
program examined achieve- 
ment in chemistry and biology. 


‘‘In general we are 
reasonably pleased that we 
have achieved 92 per cent of our 
goals of attaining a 60 percen- 
tile. It is good that we have 
some visible low areas where 
we can concentrate on im- 
provements,’ Wescott said as 
he advised parents to attend 
their schools where the test 
results will be presented and 
discussed in more detail. 

Asked why there are some 
variables as in the percentiles, 
as the grade levels progress, 
Wescott responded with three 
reasons. 

He said there is, in some 
cases, a disenchantment period 
as youngsters progress through 
various age levels, such as ap- 
proaching adolescence, when 
attitude toward school 
decreases aS compared to 
earlier years. 

Also there is a difference in 
material being taught and 
offered as opposed to that being 
tested in some cases. 

Supt. of Schools Kenneth R. 
Seifert said that another factor 
is the current trend in Andover 
toward a decreasing enrollment 
at the elementary school level 
and an increasing one at the 
secondary level, which in- 
dicates that many students are 
new to the Andover system. 

Chairman Frank Griggs ex- 
pressed pleasure with the 
overall test results, stating that 
the results show growth. He 
said he liked the indication that 
the mathematics area was 
showing improvement and that 
in another year maybe the 60 
percentile goal will be achieved 
throughout. He felt the results 
were positive and that the staff

should be commended for their 
efforts in contributing toward 
the improvement. 

Committeeman George 
Olesen, while also commending 
the staff and expressing 
pleasure with the results, aim- 
ed some comments at the past 
and the continuing controversy 
regarding test results, by 
stating that he thought it unfor- 
tunate that the effort to bring 
the results up, had to come at 
the sacrifice of many Andover 
people. 

Olesen said that the improve- 
ment was a result of many peo- 
ple in Andover getting upset 
with the school system and 
changing things on their own. 

He said that possibly a child 
effected by earlier decisions in 
the school system would still 
have problems catching up. 

Mrs. Ethel Howard question- 
ed the board on how the results 
compared with those of St. 
Augustine’s. 

Wescott replied that the 
scores were comparable and 
that Sister Mary Rosalie, 
S.N.D., principal of St. 
Augustine’s would be invited to 
a subsequent meeting to discuss 
the scores. 

Ralph Wilbur asked when 
college board scores would be 
available, and was told 
probably the second meeting in 
November.

Supt. Seifert at this point 
noted that at a recent con- 
ference of administrators, in- 
dications were that college 
boards were still down national- 
ly and that while he had no 
knowledge of how Andover 
scored at this point, he would 
not be surprised if Andover 
followed the national trend. 
People involved in ad- 
ministering and composing 
tests are at a loss to explain 
why the scores are lower, 
Seifert said. 

Seifert also noted that he 
hoped appropriate notice would 
be taken of the achievement 
test results at a national level. 
He said the Andover system 
had received adverse recogni- 
tion in the national press for its 
test results in the past and now 
that ‘‘we have shown that we
